His first house was just over the line which separates that part of 
Harvich, now Test Brewster, and East Dennis, formerly part of Yarmouth, 
and stood until after 1800, and was occupied by his sons. The house of 
the late Capt. Constant Sears was built upon its site. Ee built again

All of the ten except Simeon died in 1765-66, of small pox, 
imported in a package of clothing sent from the Test Indies, and 
washed in the house. Another account says the disease originated 
in the family of Dea, Paul Crowell, a -vealthy citizen who lived 
near Rydess' mill; in all 65 persons tock the infection, the tow 
expended 901 U7 GO, besides individual contributions. Mr. Ryder, 
his wife and ten children were stricken dom with the disease at 
once. At that early day the science of madicina was comparatively 
in its infancy; but few of the doctors knev anything practically 
about the malady. The tvo resident doctors died of the disease; 
finally a physician was brought from Foston tc see the family, who 
pronounced tha disease to bo small pox, of the most virulent and 
malignant type. The father, mother and nine children disd of the 
foul disease. Simeon, a child of eirht years, was the only sur- 
vivor, and the heir of a large landed property. Ths bodies were 
buried on the farm, in a rov of eleven mounds, wheres they remain 
to this day, an object of sad curicaity to the passers by. 

- There wore buried in this spot, in all about twenty. connectod 
with this family. A sister of Mrs. Ryder, Rebecca Howes, died of 
the disease, also Nehemiah Doane, who married Hope Sears. 


Simeon Ryder, tho surviving child, was born in 1758; he married — 


first, Mercy Godfrey, and second, in 1788, Patience Crowell, and had 
several children, of vhom were Stephen and Simeon, the letter a 

noted shipmaster, and for many years a prominent railroad man and 
citizen of Alton, Tllinois, where he died in 1877, aged 82 years.

Rev. E.H.Sears in his "Sears Gen.," says "it is stated that these 
two brathers went to England, possibly to recover the family sstates, 
were officers in the Pretender's Army, and both fell at the battle of 
mE , Culloden, Apr. 16, 1746. | 
ae | In the Gen. Reg., IX. 134, wa read, "Capt. Peter Sears of the Rev. 
2 Army, son of Col. Sears of Chatham, killed at Culloden." 

Capt. Peter Sears was not born till 1753, 7 years after the battle 
of Culloden; he was of Scituate, and a son of Jonathan Soars of 

. Halifax, Mass., and only distantly connected with the Chatham branch. 

There was no Col. Sears of Chatham at that date. 

Mesuipccte Benjamin Bangs, a merchant of Chatham, vas in Boston, June 7, 1746, 
‘and on that date enters in his diary that he had"lately heard of tho 
death of Richard and David Sears of Chatham." 

The news of the battle of Culloden was not received in Boston until 
nearly a month later, viz: July 2, and was first published in the 
"Boston News Letter," for Thursday, July 3, 1746. 

"A letter from Belfast, April 25, gives undoubted intelligence of 
the entire defeat of the rebels on Culloden muire, on the 16th." 

Unless Mr. Bangs had a spiritual cormunication, he could not have 
heari of the brothers death at Culloden, ag the date of the entry in 
his diary, and I need not say anytring of the improbability of two 
common seamen brought up in a Puritan family, joining the Catholic 
army, and being commissioned as officers, one as Col. 

Gen. Duvall, from whose "Minutes," the Register article is quoted, 
was a pension agent in Tallahassee, Florida, and vould not be likely 
to know anything about the family history. I have a copy of a letter 
which he wrote to Mr. Orin Sears of iingham, perhaps the copy referred 
to in the Register article, and in which he gave a list of Sears in 
the Rev. Army, but it contains not a vord about "Col.Sears of Chatham 
killed at Culloden."

called "dau. of Jere. Hawes," and this error has been perpetuated on the - 
Sears monuments ix Yarmouth, Chatham and Colchester. | 

She was the dauchter of Samuel Howes of Yarmouth, as is plainly vritten 
in the Yarmouth town records. | 

The Will of Samuel Howes dated 1722, (Barns. Probate Records, IV. 90,) 
names daughters Sarah Sears, and gives her 20 s. with what she has already 
had; Hope Sears and Mercy Sears, (who had married respectively, Daniel 
and Richard Sears, brothers, and Josiah Sears, their cousin.) 

The first Sarah Hawes in Yarmouth, was the daughtsr of Dea. Joseph H., 
and born in Apr. 1696, so but 13 ysars of age in 1709, when Daniel Sears 
married. The first Jaremiah Hawes wes born in 1711. 

The old family mansion was taken down in 1863, having after the death 
of wadame Richard Sears been occupied by divers families, and allowed 
to become dilapidated. It was originally parhaps a one story, or one and 
ahalf story building wit? gambril roof, ani aided to till it occupied 
much ground. 

In a letter from J. Haves to Danisl Sears of Chatham, quoted in the 
"Sears Gen." reference is maie to its partial dastruction by fire, in 
1763, at which time the ever to be lamented loss of the "family rapers," 
is said to have taken place. 

The old building when taken down, bore no marks of sver having passed 
through the fiery ordeal; the original timbers wers in place with the 
bark still on, nor does "the oldest inhabitant" remember anv tradition 
of such an event. Benjamin Bangs of Harwich, to whose diary I havo before 
referred, makes no allusion to any fire in Chatham, at that time, thcugh 
chronicling more trivial events happening thore. 

An amusing anecdote is related in connection with the old house, and 
the marriage of Deboreh Sears in 1741. 

The ceremony was performed at home, and the guests remained for the 
evening, as there was to be a dance in honor of the occasion. 

The “long chamber" had been cleared, and made ready, and in due time 
they were "tripping it on the light fantastic toe." 

| The bride, a buxom lass, and not sylphlike in form, enjoyed dancing 

: immensely. In the course of the evening her animation became excessive, 

. and while dancing vigorously her foot breke through the floor, causing 
gomo confusion, and slight injury. 

This tradition being remembered by some of the neighbors when the old 
house was taken down, an examination was made to see if there was any 
evidence of the disaster, and in confirmation of the story, they found 
a square of board had been let into the cantre of the flooring.

_ burying-ground at Chatham, laid face down; ons of them bears the following

Judah Sears’ house at "Punkhorn,* Harwich, now Yost Brewster, was standing 
recently on the,road from the mill-brook to Dennis, east of the house of 
Jeremiah Walker, and on the north side of the road; -~ a very ancisnt 
structure, now much dilapidated, and has been said to be the oldest house 
in Brewster. It is two stories in front, and one in the rear, and was 
occupied about 1863, by David Sears, the Swivel maker. 

It is probable that tho house of Capt. John Sears in Dennis, is the oldest 
of the Sears houses now remaining, and that of Joshua Sears in Brewster, the 
next; Judah Sears houses baing the third in point of age. 

In the locality known as "Punkhorn," the manufacture of lamp-black -vas 
carried on to some extent formerly, and a cart drawn by one ox, used for 
transporting the lamp-black was known as "The Punkhorn Stagoe.t 

In the allotmant of pews in the 2d. Church, Yarmouth, Aug. 24, 1761, 

Mr. Judah Sears had } right hand door, at 53 10 00 old tenor. 

He removed to Rochester, Masa., with his family, and joined the Church 
there in 1769, being then "near 70 years old."

Edmund Sears and wife were adm. to the Church in Rast Yarmouth, May 12, 
1745. He was a sea captain during many years. It is related of him that 
“at the time of the *Boston Tea Party,' he was unloading his vessel in the 
vicinity. He went on board of the vessels, and participated in throwing 
the tea overboard. Upon his return.to the Cape soon after, though he had 
been long absent from home, on entering the house he went straight to the 

‘dowfat, and without saying a word to any one, seized the teapot and caddy, 
and threw them into the garden with a crash. His astonished wife whispered 
to the children, ‘your poor father has come home crazy.’ He then proclaimed 
that from that time henceforth none of his family were to drink tea, or 
wear upon their persons any article of British manufacture." 

His four sons enlisted, but nevertheless, when a landing was threatened 
on the Cape, he mounted his horse, and gallopyed to the spot to offer his 
services. 

He set up the first chaise, and owned the first ingrain carpet in the 
town. 

His Will dated June 20, 1796, was witnessed by John Chapman, Peter Sears 
and Joseph Sears; a codicil bears no date. He mentions wife Hannah; daus. 
Mary Sears, Elizabeth Homer, Jane Hallett, Temperance Clark and Hannah
